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RETURNS RELATING TO THE COURT OP CHANCERY (IRELAND.) 



The cause of the delay, whether in commencing such taxation or in the progress of it, 
arises from the quantity of business in the office, and the utter impossibility of one Taxing 
Master being able to perform the duties required of him, although he and his first assistant 
(Mr. Tandy) have worked at home during the last two years, from three to four hours, and 
not unfrequently from five to six hours a day, in addition to the office hours, a degree of 
labour which cannot be continued without serious injury to health. 



AMOUNT of Chancery Fund Duty paid on the Costs which have been Certified. 

The amount of Chancery Fund duty paid on certified costs (either for summonses or cer- 
tificates), from the 1 st November 1846 to 1st November 1847, was 4,212/. 5s. 0 d.; but 
the amount of Chancery Fund duty paid upon costs compromised, after being lodged and 
partly taxed, is not included in that sum.
